According to instructions, the chief 
guard had to open all parcels. As 
he was standing beside me, opening 
the packet, the Bible was at my 
side and open at the 23rd Psalm. 
As the contents of the packet were 
revealed, I showed to the guard 
the verse: “Thou preparest a table 
before me in the presence of mine 
enemies.” He had to smile and said, 
“An extraordinary book!” This ex- 
perience brought us closer to one 
another. This was the Word of God

The Bible Up-to-Date 


On the first Sunday of the year 
1942, I was allowed to write a let- 
ter to my wife, and in it I mention- 
ed the text for that day. I wrote: “I 
am very moved to read in our text: 
‘He hath sent me to preach the 
Gospel to the poor, to heal the 
broken-hearted, to preach deliver- 
ance to the captives. ...” This 
letter of mine was censored by the 
Chief of Police in Oslo, who then 
called my wife up before him. She 
was not allowed to receive my let- 
ters herself, but could only read 
them in his office, and then had to 
hand them back to him. After she 
had read it, the Chief of Police said 
to her: “I now order you to write 
to your husband, and tell him that 
from now onwards he is forbidden 
to quote the Bible, for it is much too 
up-to-date!” What a testimony from 
an enemy that the Bible is too up- 
to-date! 


Since the time of the occupation, 
I knew that the Word 0 God was 
up-to-date and master of every situ- 
ation. When I was arrested the first 
time and told that the Gestapo car 
was waiting for me outside, a young 
lawyer was with me in my study. 
At first we were paralysed; but as 
I went downstairs, my young friend 
called out to me, “Eivind, on the 
way you must read I Peter 3:13-15. 
As I was sitting in the car between 
two police officers, I pulled out my 
New Testament and turned up the 
passage and read: “And who is he 
that will harm you, if ye be follow-

Roman Catholics Expect Mission People 
to Adore Mary 


When the delegates assemble at Evanston from 161 
churches to discuss the theme, Christ—the Hope of the 
World, the Roman Catholics of Canada have just fin- 
ished a Marian Congress not far from Montreal. Ac- 
cording to Religious News Service: 

More than a million Roman Catholics are expected to con- 
verge on Cap de la Madeleine, Que., and the neighboring 
city of Three Rivers for the Canadian National Marian Con- 
gress, August 5-15. 

Valerio Cardinal Valeri, Prefect of the Sacred Congrega- 
tion of Religious, as Papal Legate will preside at the cere- 
monies, which climax Marian Year observances in Canada. 

Two other princes of the Church, James Cardinal McGui- 
gan, Archbishop of Toronto, and Paul-Emile Cardinal Leger, 
Archbishop of Montreal, also will attend along with many 
prelates from Canada and the United States. 

During the congress, a day for each Canadian province 
will be set side at the shrine of Our Lady of the Cape, 
situated on the shores of the St. Lawrence River 80 miles 
northeast of here. 

On the last day of the ceremonies, the celebrated statue 
of Our Lady of the Cape will be carried from its shrine at 
Cap de la Madeleine to the ewhibition grounds at Three 
Rivers where a new crown of gold and precious stones, em- 
blazoned with the arms of the ten Canadian provinces, will 
be placed upon the image. 

Other scheduled events include exhibits and a scenic 
pageant, “Our Lady Spreads Her Mantle from Sea to Sea,” 
as well as the annual meetings of the Canadian Society for 
Marian Studies and the Canadian Historical Society.

The Great ‘Tradition of American 
Churches by Winthrop S. Hudson. 
Published by Harper & Brothers, 282 
paliges, $3.75. 

“The basic problem of American 
Protestantism in the twentieth Cen- 
tury is spelled out by the ‘disturbing 
discrepancy’ which now exists between 
the size of the churches and the in- 
fluence which they exert in American 
life.’

The appeal to remove the ban against 
the showing of the motion picture 
“Martin Luther” in the Canadian Prov- 
ince of Quebec was rejected by the 
Quebec Board of Censors, it was an- 
nounced here by Louis deRochemont 
Associates, film producers. 

Alexis Gagnon, chairman of the Cen- 
sor Board, declared that it was still in 
the interest of social peace to keep 
this film from being shown. 


“We are trying to avoid a religious 
tussle in our province,” he said, add- 
ing that “the controversy and the pub- 
licity against the Censor Board and 
the ban made it difficult for the Board 
to reverse its position.”

These questions are still not 
answered, but as a mission we are awake to the need 
and look to God for an opening here if it is our re- 
sponsibility to enter in. 

To complete the picture of industrialization as we 
have seen it here in this center section of Colombia, the 
salt mine at Zipaquira should also be mentioned. Here 
the government is mining salt, digging networks of huge 
caves deep into the mountain on several levels. From 
this mine huge trucks come roaring out with rock salt 
so pure that it is not purified further for use for cattle, 
but is melted and boiled down to produce salt for the 
table. The methods here are crude, but effective. Huge 
vats receive the rock. Water is poured on and the brine 
is piped and hauled to 60-70 private refiners in the little 
city. There smoke belches forth as cavernous fire-pits 
boil the brine in huge rounded iron kettles. We went 
into the mine, and deep in the interior of the mountain 
was a Catholic church which has become a shrine. 
Huge vaulted ceilings contain the usual figure of the 
virgin and other figures to receive the veneration of the 
visitor. Great constructional work is now in progress to 
perfect the chapel. The Gospel will not be preached 
here, but the virgin will be bowed to. A huge placard on 
the wall of a down-town church offering 300 days of 
indulgence for those who do certain: things during the 
present season indicate the spirit of its religion. 

How much will material progress help this nation if 
the spiritual decadence of the middle ages remains the 
heritage of its people?
